'League 


grew out of a big RepuMican major- 
ity in the Flickertail state. 


Senator Hiram Johnson wns the 


first presidential aspirant to * over- 
come the timidity of candidates in 
the North Dakota campaign and his 
petition was filed just before a con- 
vention of Republicans opposed to 
the league here adopted resolutions 
advising candidates already in the 
field to steer clear of the primary 
here. The convention—which includ- 
ed many Democrats opposed to the

opinion of Willis E. Parsons, com- 
missioner of fish and 
game, that 


another open season will just about 
exterminate all the moose in 
the 


Maine woods. 


'•Moose had so iricreased in some 


comities", he says in his report, 
"where they had not heen "hunted for 
four years that they 
had 'become 


quite tame and appeared often in the 
settlements. But they fell an easy 
prey to the hunters who had them 
located months before the 
season 


opened. 


"One more opened season will ex- 


terminate the moose. Our lakes and 
streams, when depleted can be re- 
stocked but when this monarch of 
'he 'Maine wods disappears, he is 
gone forever". 


Dear hunters, according to his re- 


port, had a big season also. Resi- 
dents received 2,357 permits. These 
mnters bagged 5,748 deer, 4,185 of 
which were shipped out of the state. 


The bear killed in 3Iaine totaled 


L'4C, the report indicated.
